Dmitry USTINOV: OUR 
FLEXIBILITY IS NOT LIMITLESS 


Hie Soviet Union and the 
countries of thn socialist com- 
munity will never allow military 
superiority over them, We con- 
sider that the historically-for- 
med approximate partly of forces 
between the USSR and USA, be- 
tween the Warsaw Treaty and 
NATO provides a good basis for 
political and military detente. 
Further maintenance of this 
parity represents a realistic 
guarantee lor preserving peace 
and averting nuclear war. 

This lias beon declared by the 
Minister ol Defence of the USSR, 
Dmitry Ustinov, who addressed 
an official mealing In Sevasto- 
pol devoted to the presentation 
of tile Order of the October 
Revolution to iImI city. 

'I ho Soviet Union, said Dmitry 
Ustinov, takes every action In 
ils attempts to halt tho danger- 
oiis development of International 
events and to avert a growth of 


military danger. Its practical 
efforts are concentrated upon 
an agreement on maintaining 
military parity on a lower level. 

This aim is also pursued by 
tha new Soviet Initiatives re- 
cently proposed by the General 
Secretary of the CPSU Central 
Committee, President of the Pre- 
sidium of the Supreme Soviet of 
the USSR, Vurl Andropov, In his 
replies to the "Pravda" newspaper, 
as well as the Initiatives In- 
troduced by the Soviet Union 
for conalduietlon at the 38th ses- 
sion of (he UN General As- 
sembly, The new Soviet Initia- 
tives are an expression of the 
sober, realistic and flexible ap- 
proach on the part of the USSR 
to the problem of aims limita- 
tion and to Ilia maintenance of 
stability in lha International 
situation. 

But our flexibility has limits. 


These limits are determined, 
first of all, by the security In- 
terests of the Soviet Union and 
Its allies. The point Is that 11 
the United States continues tho 
delaying tacllcs at the talks 
while starting actual deployment 
of Us ballistic and cruise mis- 
siles In Europe, the USSR will 
take Umely and efficient coun- 
ter-measures to preserve the 
balance or forces of European 
and global dimensions. These 
measures will create a respond- 
ing military threat for Lhe ter- 
ritory of the USA and for those 
countries on whose territories 
American missiles will be de- 
ployed, In fust the same manner 
as tho USA create a threat for 
the Soviet Union and the War- 
saw Treaty member-countries, 
Let those who are accelerating 
the arms race understand what 
a dangerous illusion It is to seek 
military superiority. 


HOW IT WAS

rhcck points, and, moreover, 
faced with (ho absence ol the 
airliner from the xoule, not 
tound the alarm at once? To 
dale no answer has been pro- 
vided to this outstanding ques- 
tion cither. 

I want to draw your attention 
t<> lhe fact that tlio South Ko- 
rean plane entered the zone 
covered by Soviet radar systems 
precisely In an area which Is 
constantly patrolled by Ameri- 
can reconnaissance al reran, spe- 
cifically, RC-135 planes. We de- 
tected an intelligence plane 
RC-135 in lhe area on this oc- 
casion at 2 hours 45 minutes 
local (Kamchatka) time on Sep- 
tember 1. As II was detected by 
the Soviet radar systems for two 
hours It was performing a some- 
what strange patrol. At 4 hours 
51 minutes (Kamchatka lime) 
another plana with a radar blip 
consistent with that of the 
RC-135 was detected in the same 
region and at the same height— 
8,000 metres. The planes ap- 
proached one another (up to the 
total convergence of the blips 
on the screen) and flew 
together some time (about 
10 minutes). Then one of 
them, as was flew together 
for/repeatedly observed earlier, 
headed for Alaska, whlla the 
lecond one headed for Petropav- 
lovak-Kam chat sky. Naturally, 
the conclusion was made at So- 
viet anti-aircraft defence com- 
mand posts: an intelligence plane 
Is approaching the USSR's air- 
space. 

One may ask of what “losing 
Its route" could they talk In 
this case? It is quite obvious 
that ihls flight was guided. I 
would say. U was guided ac- 
curately. It was, therefore, a 
premeditated flight. 

The second Blage Is the ac- 
tion above Kamchatka. At 5:30 
■ho intruder plane approached 
Kamchatka. lie was heading 
straight towards a major base 


of the USSR's strategic nuclear 
forces. It did not respond to 
any inquiries by Soviet ground 
control and sir defence planes. 
Al iho same lime, radio moni- 
toring stations detected perio- 
dically transmuted, brief coded 
Blgnals, which are usually used 
for transmitting intelligence 
data. 

During that period actions of 
the air defence forces were di- 
rected, exclusively at establish- 
ing coni acl with the plane, to- 
gether with the help of a gen- 
eral call signal at the fixed In- 
ternational distress frequency of 
121.5 Mhcrtz (both from the 
ground and from Interceptor 
planes], and compelling it to 
land at the nearest Soviet air- 
field. But these allemplB failed. 
The intruder llew towards the 
Sea of Okhotsk. 

The third stage Is the activity 
in the area of Sakhalin Island. 
The actions of the Intruder plane 
became outrageous. As was an- 
nounced earlier, it had not res- 
ponded to the warning shots of 
Soviet Interceptor planes. More- 
over, it began to simultaneously 
change the direction, altitude 
and speed ol flight, obviously 
trying to evade the air defence 
planes. It wss somewhat cha- 
racteristic that at B h 02 m local 
(Sakhalin) time the Intruder 
plane, sharply changing Its 
course, circumvented the posi- 
tions ol our air defence missile 
units and passed over Important 
military facilities In the southern 
part of Sakhalin Island. There 
remained no doubts that a recon- 
naissance plane was In the air. 

When the Intruder plane 
reached the south-western pail 
oT Sakhalin Island, the last at- 
tempt was made to force tt to 
land on an airfield, using Tout 
bursts of warning shots fired 
from guns with tracer shells at 
8 h 20 m Local (Sakhalin) lime. 
Altogether 120 rounds were 
fixed. Since, even after that the 
intruder plane did not obey the 
demands but tried lo escape, 


taking a general course towards 
Vladivostok, at 6 h 24 m an In- 
terceptor plane was given the 
order to stop the (light of the 
Intruder with missiles, an order 
which was carried out. 

The American side Is now 
trying In every way to. prove 
that "the Soviets wanted from 
the outset to deliberately destroy 
a civilian airliner". But this Is 
au absurdity. If this had Indeed 
been the case, we could have 
destroyed the intruder many ti- 
mes over end with certainly 
when It was over Kamchatka, 
even without scrambling fighter 
planes but with air defence 
missiles known In the United 
Slates as SAM-5, with the active 
range of more than 200 kilome- 
tres, through the zone of action 
of which the plane was passing. 

In conclusion I will allow 
myself to draw your attention to 
the fact that all the events, both 
over Kamchatka and over the 
Sakhalin Island were taking place 
In the dead of night and under 
conditions of cloud coverage 
along the upper edge of which the 
Intruder was flying. Its flight 
was stopped, as was pointed out 
above, at 6 : 24 local time, 
whereas the dawn on that day 
broke at 7 : 11 (sunrise at 7 : 49). 
Moreover, this was done only 
after the Soviet air defence 
forces bad used every warning 
measure possible under those 
conditions. Their actions were 
carried out In strict conformity 
with the Constitution and the Law 
on the state border of the USSR 
and with the existing Internatio- 
nal regulations. It is the sovereign 
right of ev.-iry slate lo defend Its 
borders, Including its airspace. 

The Soviet Armed Forces, 
standing guard over the peaceful 
work of the Soviet people, are 
constantly in high combat 
readiness. Throughout the 
history of tho Soviet stale they 
have been discharging their duties 
with honour. In future, if need 
be, they will also perform appro- 
priate combat tasks.

EFFECT 

OF ELECTRIC SPARK 

The energy of en electric 
spark can develop new chemical 
compounds or substances with 
new proper lies. 

Kirghiz researchers have de- 
veloped a pilot electric Bpaik 
system for producing tungsten 
and titanium carbides from thu 
waste ol there valuable heat- 
resistant metals. 

Carbides — compounds of 
metals with carhon— are extre- 
mely hard and are widely us»;d 
In the drilling equipment, metal- 
working, instrument -making and 
many oilier Industries. This 
fundamentally new method for 
obtaining these valuable sub- 
stances proved to be far simpler 
end more effective than the tra- 
ditional technology: It Is suf- 
ficient to work metal placed in 
liquid containing carhon, wllh 
low-voltage electric discharges, 
and the carbide will fictile on the 
bottom of the Installation In the 
form of powder. 

Experts from the Institute ol 
Inorganic and Physical Chem- 
istry (Kirghiz SSR Academy ol 
Sciences) have developed a 
series ol elcrirlc spark Installa- 
tions which (sell i lat a Ihe chem- 
ical synthesis of new compounds.

structures In olher zones of the 
world. In their sizes and features 
they are similar lo the "craters" 
and "seas" on the Moon, Mars. 
Mercury, VenuB and Saturn's 
satellites. 

Having distinguished several 
basic types of the ring struclures. 
the researcher neatly classified 
them. Appsrently these classifi- 
cations can be of help In search- 
ing for ore deposits. Oleg Bori- 
sov is going to publish a map of 
the region's ring struclures, the 
first one In world cartography.

In memory of Turgenev 

A memorial museum dedicated 
tn lha Russian writer, Ivan Tur- 
genev, has been inaugurated at 
a ceremony in the town or 
Bauglval near Paris. At the same 
time, an exhibition, "Turgenev 
nnd His Time", was opened ln 
the Town Hall ol the neighbour- 
ing town of Celle-SaiDl-Cloud 
dedicated lo the centenary since 
Turgenev's death. Tho museum 
Is placed in the two-storey house 
In which Turgenev settled ln 
1675 and where he died eight 
years later. The street near the 
house and the villa of the Vlar- 
dot Tamlly who were Turgenev's 
close friends are named alter 
the famous Russian writer. The 
speakers at the unveiling cere- 
mony noted that Turgenev play- 
ed an outstanding role In the 
history of cultural ties between 
the two countries. Remaining a 
profoundly Russian writer, he 
loved and understood France, 
and he Indefallgably worked lor 
mutual cultural enrldunent be- 
tween tho two countries.
